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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

The USPTO "Interim Guidelines for Examination of Patent Applications for Patent 
Subject Matter Eligibility" (Official Gazette notice of 22 November 2005), Section 
IV.C, reads as follows: 

While abstract ideas, natural phenomena, and laws of nature are not eligible for patenting, methods 
and products employing abstract ideas, natural phenomena, and laws of nature to perform a real-world 
function may well be. In evaluating whether a claim meets the requirements of section 101 , the claim 
must be considered as a whole to determine whether it is for a particular application of an abstract 
idea, natural phenomenon, or law of nature, rather than for the abstract idea, natural phenomenon, or 
law of nature itself. 

For claims including such excluded subject matter to be eligible, the claim must be for a practical 
application of the abstract idea, law of nature, or natural phenomenon. Diehr, 450 U.S. at 187, 209 
USPQ at 8 ("application of a law of nature or mathematical formula to a known structure or process 
may well be deserving of patent protection."); Benson, 409 U.S. at 71 , 175 USPQ at 676 (rejecting 
formula claim because it "has no substantial practical application"). 

To satisfy section 101 requirements, the claim must be for a practical application of the Sec. 101 
judicial exception, which can be identified in various ways: 

The claimed invention "transforms" an article or physical object to a different state or thing. 

The claimed invention otherwise produces a useful, concrete and tangible result, based on the 
factors discussed below. 



2. Claim(s) 5 is/are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter as follows. Claim 5 is/are seemingly a 
patentable apparatus, however, it is in reality seeking patent protection of the computer 
program in the abstract as evidenced by claim 5. However, the program/algorithm itself 
merely manipulates data or an abstract idea, or merely solves a mathematical problem 
without a limitation to a practical application. A practical application exists if the result 



of the claimed invention is "useful, concrete and tangible" (with the emphasis on 
"result")(Guidelines, section IV.C.2.b). A "useful" result is one that satisfies the utility 
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requirement of section 101 , a "concrete" result is one that is "repeatable" or 
"predictable", and a "tangible" result is one that is "real", or "real-world", as opposed to 
"abstract" (Guidelines, section IV.C.2.b)). Claim 5 merely manipulates data without ever 
producing a useful, concrete and tangible result because the program does not 
transform an article or physical object to a different state or thing outside the computer. 

In order to for the claimed product to produce a "useful, concrete and tangible" 
result, recitation of one or more of the following elements is suggested: 

• The manipulation of data that represents a physical object or activity 
transformed from outside the computer. 

• A physical transformations outside the computer, for example in the form 
of pre or post computer processing activity. 

• A direct recitation of a practical application; 

Applicant is also advised to provide a written explanation of how and why the claimed 
invention (either as currently recited or as amended) produces a useful, concrete and 
tangible result. 

The USPTO "Interim Guidelines for Examination of Patent Applications for Patent 
Subject Matter Eligibility" (Official Gazette notice of 22 November 2005), Annex IV, 
reads as follows: 

Descriptive material can be characterized as either "functional descriptive material" or "nonfunctional 
descriptive material." In this context, "functional descriptive material" consists of data structures and 
computer programs which impart functionality when employed as a computer component. (The 
definition of "data structure" is "a physical or logical relationship among data elements, designed to 
support specific data manipulation functions." The New IEEE Standard Dictionary of Electrical and 
Electronics Terms 308 (5th ed. 1993).) "Nonfunctional descriptive material" includes but is not limited 
to music, literary works and a compilation or mere arrangement of data. 

When functional descriptive material is recorded on some computer-readable medium it becomes 
structurally and functionally interrelated to the medium and will be statutory in most cases since use of 
technology permits the function of the descriptive material to be realized. Compare In re Lowry, 32 
F.3d 1579, 1583-84, 32 USPQ2d 1031, 1035 (Fed. Cir. 1994) (claim to data structure stored on a 
computer readable medium that increases computer efficiency held statutory) and Warmerdam, 33 
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F.3d at 1360-61, 31 USPQ2d at 1759 (claim to computer having a specific data structure stored in 
memory held statutory product-by-process claim) with Warmerdam, 33 R3d at 1361, 31 USPQ2d at 
1760 (claim to a data structure per se held nonstatutory). 

In contrast, a claimed computer-readable medium encoded with a computer program is a computer 
element which defines structural and functional interrelationships between the computer program and 
the rest of the computer which permit the computer program's functionality to be realized, and is thus 
statutory. See Lowry, 32 F.3d at 1583-84, 32 USPQ2d at 1035. 

3. Claim(s) 6 is/are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter as follows. Claim 6 defines an information 
storage medium embodying functional descriptive material. However, the claim does 
not define a computer-readable medium or memory and is thus non-statutory for that 
reason (i.e., 'When functional descriptive material is recorded on some computer- 
readable medium it becomes structurally and functionally interrelated to the medium 
and will be statutory in most cases since use of technology permits the function of the 
descriptive material to be realized" - Guidelines Annex IV). That is, the scope of the 
presently claimed "information storage medium" can range from paper on which the 
program is written, to a program simply contemplated and memorized by a person. The 
examiner suggests amending the claim to embody the program on "computer-readable 
medium" or equivalent in order to make the claim statutory. Any amendment to the 
claim should be commensurate with its corresponding disclosure. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
invention is directed to a system, apparatus and method for correcting distortion and 
color non uniformity of a projected image. The closest art, Takeuchi Shunichi et al. 
(Japanese Patent Publication 2000-284363) discloses a projecting device includes a 
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sensing device that senses calibration images projected on a projection plane and 
detects the four vertices (edge points) of the rectangular outline of the projection light 
[0039] and [0040], and loka Takeshi (Japanese Patent Publication 2002-072359 
discloses a method for correcting distortion and color unevenness of a projected image 
by calculating a ratio of color of the same pixel of a location on the same plane of 
projection which corresponds to each sensed image of R, G, B, and generate correction 
data which makes the color ratio of R,G,B the same in all the pixel locations (i.e., color 
differences) in the projected plane to correct for distortion and color unevenness [0051] 
and [0056]. The limitations "to correct distortion in an image based on the pixel block 
image information; and to correct color non-uniformity based on the pixel block image 
information", "pixel block image information representing a ratio of image signal values 
or luminance values for each block including one or more pixels" recited in independent 
claims 1 , 4, 7, in combination with the other elements of the claims are not disclosed or 
suggested by the prior art of record.
